“It was a very narrow 
escape,’’ Dr. J, M. Howell, 
director on the unit’s board 
and medical officer of health 
said Tuesday, ‘We were 
broke, We very easily could 
have been forced to curtail 
the program,”’ 

Dr, Howell said three 
municipalities were behind

three months and the crisis 
was alleviated only when one 
came through with the back 
payment and also paid three 
months in advance, 

In view of the crisis, the 
board of the Sturgeon Unit 
voted at its last meeting to 
approach the provincial de- 
partment of health for addi- 
tional funds to ensure the 
maintaining of services at 
existing levels. 

The department now pro= 
vides the unit with money 
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A large crude oil storage tank, estimated at 35,000

mally on record as favor- 
ing compulsory medicare, 
This is obviously incorrect 
and misleading. We have 
made our position clear on 
a number of occasions over 
the past three years, and 
particularly our opposition 
to the compulsory feature of 
medicare, At the start ofthe 
1969 Session I made the 
following specific statement 
as to our position on Medi- 
care:

5. That the Minister has 
not given valid explanations 
to the people of Alberta why 
we can’t participate in vole 
untary plans as BC has.’’ 

During the 1969 Session 
when the Medicare bill was 
before the Legislature, Dr. 
Hugh Horner, Conservative 
MLA specifically requested 
the Minister of Health to 
amend the new medicare leg- 
islation so as to contain an 
opting-out clause to avoid the 
compulsory feature. 

Mr. Henderson’s state-= 
ments regarding the com- 
parative situation between 
British Columbia and Alber= 
ta are self-defeating, If Alb- 
erta had just slightly under 
the 90% population coverage 


subsidize a socialistic 
scheme by increased taxes 
rather than lower the pre- 
mium, Most citizens realize 
that it is not fair tocompare 
Alberta with BC as far as 
Medicare is concerned, In 
the first place every indivi- 
dual is covered in Alberta
